AN GRY H USBAND 
SHOOTS TO KILL, 


George W. Durphy Trails His 
Wife and D. P. Padfield to 
Grand Pacific Hotel and 

Wounds Man. 


VICTIM IS IN HOSPITAL. 


Woman Is Upbraided and Then 
Knocked Down by Her En- 
raged Spouse and Both 
Are Arrested. 


; 

Finding his wife in the company of Daniel 
P. Padfield of Belleville, III., in the latter’s 
apartments in the Grand Pacific hotel, last 
night, George W. Durphy, superintendent of 
the Chicago Dock company, attempted to kill 
Pad@field, firing two shots both of which took 
effect. 

Durphy, who lives at 1292 Washington 
boulevard, and has been separated from his 
wife for four months, made no attempt to 
shoot her, though, after wounding Padfield, 
he knocked her down and upbraided her 
hotly for her conduct. He surrehdered quietly 
to the police, who locked up both him and 
Mrs. Durphy in the Harrison street station 
The shooting occurred at 10 p. m. 

Padfield, who registered from South Bend, 
Ind., as a theatrical advertising man, and 
who originally came from Belleville, where 
his family is prominent, was taken to the 
Emergency hospital, where his wounds were 
dressed. He is expected to recover. 


In His Room Half an Hour. 

The man who was wounded had been at the 
Grand Pacific since Feb. 4. He was well 
dressed and gave evidence of being well to 
do. He occupied one of the best suites in the 
hotel. No previous incident connected with 
his presence there attracted the attention 
of the hotel clerks. 

Last night he entered the hotel for the 
night at 9:30 p. m., half an hour before the 
shooting occurred. The hotel clerks said 
he wag unaccompanied when he entered, but 
this is proved untrue by Mrs. Durphy her- 
self, who admits they went there together. 

Durphy followed the couple to the room, 
though none of the clerks or employés ad- 
mits having seen him, either. 


Durphy Gives Himself Up. 
The shoeting was not heard in the hotel 
lobby. When he had fired the two shots Dur- 
phy himself telephoned to Clerk F. S. 


Gregory. and when the latter, accompanied 


by the night watchman, arrived, coolly ex- 
plained the situation. 

Get an ambulance,“ said the husband, 
and take this man away. i have shot him 
and he needs attention. That woman over 
there is my wife. 


“ This is your fault,“ he added, turm to 
; 


his wife, and the fruit of your actions“ 

Mrs. Durphy, who is a pretty woman, 25 
years old, at once calmly told the police that 
she had left her husband in October, after 
filing a suit for divorce on the grounds of 
cruelty, and for a time thereafter had been 
living with her mother, Mrs. Stella Tatum, 
at the Hayden hotel, 152 Thirty-sixth street. 

Latterly she had been staying at the La 
Strain hotel, 3635 Ellis avenue. 


Woman Tells of the Shooting. 

“Dr.” Padfield, whom she described as a 
friend of her girlhood, called in the after- 
noon and took her for an automobile ride 
that wound up in a dinner at the Wellington 
hotel, where her husband, in passing, saw 
them through the window. She did not know 
this until later. Her presence in Padfield's 
room, she said, was due to his desire to pro- 
long their visit and keep some telephone ap- 
paintments which he had made for what 
was to be his last evening In thecity. They 
had been there less than twenty minutes 
when her husband, accompanied by an un- 
known man, arrived. 

“I was sitting on the lounge and Dr. Pad- 
fleld in a rocking chair when my husband 
kicked open the door,“ Mrs. Durphy told the 
police. He aimed his revolver straight at 
Padfield and shot without warning. I jumped 
up and screamed, ‘George, what are you 
doing? Then Dr. Padfield whirled around in 
his rocking chair, facing him, and my hus- 
band fired again. I ran in between and he 
knocked me down, striking me first in the 
eye and then in the mouth, so hard that it 
broke one of my teeth. The man who was 
with him ran out of the room., Then my 
husband telephoned to the clerk and waited 
there for them to get him.’’ 


Wounds Are Not Fatal. 

Dr. MacMartin of the Great Northern 
hotel wae summoned and arrived at the same 
time as the ambulance. A hasty examina- 
tion showed that the wounds were not fatal 
and the man was hurried away ‘to the hos- 
pital. One bullet had penetrated his left 
side and another his left arm. 

„Wire my father at Belleville, III.,“ Pad- 
field sald. I have nothing else to say.“ 

To the police Durphy admitted that he 
had never seen Padfield until he discovered 
him with his wife at the Wellington hotel. 

J have been living apart from my wife 
for some time,” said Durphy. I did not 
know where she was living. This evening I 
was walking past the Wellington, and in 
the dining room I saw my wife with a strange 
man. I looked at him closely, but could not 
recall ever having seen him before. I saw 
that they had just begun their meal, so knew 
I would have plenty of time. I went and 
bought the revolver which you took from 
me, turning to Policeman Dougherty. 


Takes a Witness Along. 

“I went then and got a friend, 80 as to 
have a witness, for I interided to follow them 
wherever they went and fully expected to 
find them somewhere in a room together. 
This friend of mine left the hotel before you 
policemen got there and I shall not tell his 
name, for I don't want him in the case. I 
had him ‘there chiefly to aid me when our 
divorce suit comes up for hearing. I was 
not sure when I got him that I would do any 


„We watched them through a window till 
they got through dinner, then saw them leave 
the hotel and enter an automobile, We saw 
it go west in Jackson boulevard, and followed. 
At the Grand Pacific we saw the same ma- 
chine standing in the street, so I knew they 
were in there. We made a few inquiries, and 
learned where the people were we wanted.

RESIGNS AS CHIEF TRUSTEE. 


Declares Jacksonville School Is Join- 
ing Plutocracy’s Ranks. 


Jacksonville. III., Feb. 12.—f{Spectal.]— 


William J. Bryan has resigned as chairman 


of the board of trustees of Illionis college 
because a majority of the trustees voted last 


November to accept funds from Andrew Car- 


negie. The board today accepted the resig- 
nation. 

Mr. Bryan's resignation was written at 
Hongkong on Dec. 18 and came by due course 
of mail. Accompanying the resignation was 
the following statement: 

“The issue presented seems to me to be 
a vital one, and that even if Andrew Carnegie 
refuses, the same question is likely to arise 
if some other trust magnate invites requests. 
Our college cannot serve God and mammon. 
It cannot be a college for the people and at 
the same time commend itself to the com- 
mercial highwaymen who are now subsi- 
dizing the colleges to prevent the teaching 
of economic truth. 

“It grieves me to have my alma mater 
converted into an ally of plutocracy, but 
having done what I could to prevent it, I 


have no other recourse than to withdraw | 


from its management. 

*“‘I regret that the action, if it was to be 
taken, was not taken when I gave my notes, 
for I regard the money given as worse than 
wasted, if the college is to be under the 


shadow of a great monopoly. 
“ WILLIAM J. BRYAN.” 


Dispute Began Last June. 

The question of accépting funds from 
Andrew or other men of great 
wealth of the country came up for discus- 
sion at the annual meeting of the board held 
last June, and at that time the position of 
Mr. Bryan was made plain, that the solicita- 
tion of funds from such men as Andrew Car- 
negie would be distasteful to him and con- 
trary to the principles he was contending 
for. 

Definite action was not taken on the mat- 
ter at the time, and although a considerable 
difference of opinion was expressed by indi- 
vidual members of the board, the issue 
never came squarely to the front for decided 
action. 

In November, however, in view of possible 
gifts from sources which Mr. Bryan had indi- 
cated would be obnoxious to him, it was 
deemed advisable for the board to take de- 
cided action on the matter. 

A resolution was passed therefore to the 
effect that the board would accept any funds 
solicited by individual members of the board 
if given under conditions which made accept- 
ance possible. This resolution was cabied 
to Mr. Bryan at Hongkong on Nov. 6. 


Accepted with Regret. 

Mr. Bryan seems to have given the subject 
careful deliberation, .or he did not date his 
resignation for more than a month later. 
Upon the receipt the board today passed the 
following resolution: 

„Resolved, That the resignation of the 
Hon. W. J. Bryan from the board of trustees 
of Illinois college be accepted. We fully 
appreciate the valuable services rendered by 
Mr. Bryan to his alma mater, and we hereby 
express to him our thanks. We 
deeply regret that a difference of opinion 
between Mr. Bryan and a large majority of 
the board as to the source from which the

Hollister Case Is Almost Dupli- 
eated by Ruffian. 


MISS MEYERS. THE VICTIM. 


Dragged Into Lot and Choked Until 
She Is Unconscious, 


Miss Augusta Meyers, 22 years old, 904 
North Rockwell street, was the victim last 
night of an assault similar to the one which 
preceded the murder of Mrs. Bessie Hollister, 
and she told the police a story of brutality 
which almost equals that for which Richard 
Ivens is to be arraigned for trial next Mon- 
day. 

This latest case of brutal attack on women 
affords a new argument in favor of the en- 
larged police force which, it is promised, will 
follow the increase in saloon licenses to 
$1,000 a year. 


Taken to Lonely Spot. 

Miss Meyers wae seized by a young man, 
dragged into a lot in a lonely spot and at- 
tacked. She struggled with her assailant be- 
fore he dragged her from the street, but he 
choked her until she was unable to cry for 
help, then threatened her with a revolver if 
she should renew her attempts to escape. 

The man left her half unconscious, and 
when she had recovered sufficiently she went 
to a police station in her torn and muddied 
clothing and hysterically told an ineoherent 
story of the attack. Not until she was taken 
home could she tell a concerted tale, and 
then only after a physician's services had 
been secured. 

Assailed While Going Home. 

The attack was made at 100’clock at North 
Rockwell street and Armitage avenue, when 
Miss Meyers was on her way home from vis- 
iting,a girl friend. In that part of the city 
the streets are dark and in Rockwell street 
north of Armitage avenue there was hardly 
any Illumination. 

She saw in the dim light a young man who 
walked toward her, and she hurried to cross 
the street and get away from him, Before 
she could step from the curbing he seized her 
by the arm with one hand and placed the 
other over her mouth. She wrenched away 
from him and screamed for help. She had 
seen no one else near, and apparently the 
streets were deserted, for no one responded 
to her cry. She became unconscious, and her 
assailant dragged her away from the street. 

When she regained her senses she reported 
the attack to the police.

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PERILOUS FLIGHT IN BALLOON 


French Aeronaut Runs Into Storm 
During New York Trip. 
Caer et ee 


}CLOUDS BLACK AS EREBUS. 


Finally Diseerns Speck of Light and 
Descends at Farm House. 


New York, Feb. 12.—[Special.]}—After a 
perilous trip through space, at the mercy of 
a storm thousands of feet above the earth, 
Charles Levee, a French aeronaut, returned 
to New York today and related a thrilling 
experience that had come to him from the 
time of his ascent yesterday afternoon at 
West Point until he reached terra firma last 
| night near Kingston. 

The ascent was made at 3:55 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon under the auspices of the 
Aero club of America, Levee reached the 
ground about midnight at a place near the 
vilege of Hurley, about six miles from 
Kingston. He spent the night at the farm- 
house of Matthew T. Dewitt. 

The daring Frenchman said that the expe- 
rience was the most perilous he had ever 
had. Mr. Levee said: 

“Had it not been for the storm which I 
encountered, and which almost brought an 
end to my trip through the air, I would have 
gone far into the interior of the mountains. 
If the wind had held there would have been 
no trouble, but when I was sailing smoothly 
elong a storm came dead ahead, 


Cold Becomes intense. 

“The moon wasshining and gave me plenty 
of light. Suddenly the clouds seemed to pour 
down upon me. They enveloped the balloon 
and shut out the ight of the moon when I was 
several thousand feet up. The velocity of 
the wind was something terrific. I had abso- 
lutely no means of knowing which way I was 
going. The cold becamie intense. The tem- 
perature must have dropped to the zero point 
in a few seconds. 

“T realized my danger if I did not finda 
landing place before my equillbrium—upget 
in the adjustment of the gas ballast—was re- 
stored. Despite the fact that I was being 
carried with the wind at frightful speed, there 
was no sensation of rushing through the air. 
I realized I was traveling at too great a speed 
to make a safe landing unless I could discern 
a stretch of smooth land. 


Unable to Get Bearings. 

“ After I had almost become blind in my 
endeavor to locate something on the earth 
I sightedalight. It was just a mere speck, 
but I knew it was a habitation and I allowed 
the balloon to settle gradually. As I neared 
the earth in the direction of this light I began 
to shout, but the roar of the wind drowned 
my voice. 

Less than 100 feet above the earth I could 
make out nothing except aninky blur. Then 
I ripped the ballon wide open. Then I judge 
I was about twenty feet from the ground, 
and my fall was not hard. The anchor also 
had caught on a stone, and I was saved from 
being Gragged along the ground.” 

Levee landed in a field back of the farm 
house of the Dewitts. The farmer answered 
his calls for help and aided him in untangling 
his balloon and had him remain in their 
home until morning.

PERIL AT THE CROSSINGS. 


Renewal of Demand by People for 
Elevation of Steam Rail- 
way Tracks.

Investigation of the fatal street car acel- 
dent at One Hundred and Sixth street and 
the Pennsylvania railroad tracks yesterday 
morning was begun in the afternoon by David 
R. Jones and Charles V. Barrett, deputy 
coroners, and ag the result of the inquisition, 
when it is completed, the conductor and 
motorman of the wrecked car may be held 
to the grand jury on a charge of manslaugh- 
ter or murder. | 

Another result will be renewed agitation 
among the people of that region for elevation 
of the steam car tracks and abbiition of the 
deadly grade crossings. 

Three women were killed in the accident, 
ene dying after Tur Tripuns’s publication 
of yesterday. They were Mrs. Louise Bacon, 
10214 Ewing avenue; Mrs. Sadie Lucy (Mrs. 
Bacon’s mother), same address; May War- 
fuel, 4934 Princeton avenue. 


Jurors Visit Scene of Wreck. 

Only one witness was heard by th® coro- 
ner’s jury. He was William Bacon, husband 
ot one of the victims. His evidence was un- 
important. ; 

The inquest was then continued, and the 
jury and deputies visited the scene of the 
accident and probed into the circumstances 
attending the wreck for nearly two hours. 

Neither Edward M. Day nor C. R. Bollar, 
conductor and motorman, has given a satis- 
factory explanation of the failure to see the 
approaching train, the view of which was 
unobstructed except by a shahty, in which 
a flagman is stationed in the day time. The 
two men are held without bail in the South 
Chicago police station, 

The branch of the Pennsy)vania road on 
which the accident occurred aves the main 
line of the tracks at a point about one-fourth 
of a mile north of One Hundfed and Sixth 

treet, running south in Avenue C to the 
point where it crosses the traci#s of the South 
Chicago City railway, the lind on which the 
wreck occurred. The steam road for nearly 
a mile from its divergence from the main 
tracks runs across a stretch of open com- 
mons, and motormen on the approaching 
street cars have an unobstructed view of the 
tracks across this entire space 


Tracks Unguarded at Night. 

A gateman is kept at this crogsing only dur- 

ing the day time, as is the case with all the 

ch lines of the railways running through 

uth Chicago. At the crossing of the Calu- 

met Electric railway, two blocks south of 

the scene of the wreck, there are no gates, and 

the flagman ves at 6 o’clock, the company 

evidently relying on the clear view of the 
Aracks. 

The Pennsylvania tracks are the last which 
the two street car lines cross on their way 
to Robey, Ind., the terminal point of both 
lines. Between these tracks and the South 
Chicago loop to the north there are many 
dangerous crossings, and switch tracks are 
all without gates on both lines. 

One of the most dangerous places is at 
Ninety-fourth street, near Avenue O, where 
both the Calumet Electric and South Chicago 
City railway lines cross a network of switch 


tracks of three different railroads. These 


roads are the Baltimore and Ohio, the Belt 
line, and the Lake Shore. These tracks lie 
across the street for nearly a block, yet the 
approach to them is protected by no gates, 
and street cars are driven between constant- 
ly passing trains, both day and night. 


Danger at Other Crossings. 

The Baitimore and Ohio, the Lake Shere, 
and the Fort Wayne roads own a joint right 
of way, running southeast through South 
Chicago, and the crossings of each of the 
street railways in One Hundredth street are 

rded by but one set of gates. The tracks 
of each ro are separated by about fifty 
feet, and fast trains pass frequently on all 
the tracks. When cars once pass the outside 
gates, the motorman has no warning of the 
approach of trains on the Lake Shore, the 
middle track. Several accidents have oc- 
curred on this account, but in each case 
it has been a slowly moving train, leaving 
the east side station nearby, so that none 
has been serious. 

The next crossing of the inbound South 
Chicago City railway cars is at Harbor ave- 
nue and Ninéty-second street, where they 
oross the Baltimore And Ohio tracks, This 
crossing is_protected by gates. 

Four tracks are crossed by. the South 
Chicago City railway line between Ntne- 
ty-second street, South Chicago, and the 
end of the line at Sixty-third street. The IIII- 
nols Central is crossed at Seventy-ninth, 
Seventy-fifth, and Seventy-first streets, and 
the Pennsylvania at Seventy-third. A watch- 
man is stationed at each of these crossings 
day and night, and each is protected by gates. 

The crossings of the Calumet Electric 
railway over the same read are similarly 
equipped with gates and watchmen are sta- 
tioned at each place. j 


Conductors More Cautious Now. 

Conductors on both lines made if a rule yes- 
terday, acting on a tip that the lines were 
being ingpected by officers of the companies, 
to walk in front of the car at each crossing, 
and give the signal to start to the motorman. 
According to passengers and residents in the 
vicinity of different crossing,Ahis is not done 
usually. South Chicago citizens say it is the 
almost invariable custom for a conductor to 
give the go ahead signal after a glance at 
the erence when there is no obstruction to his 
view of the intersecting railway tracks; Even 
this, it is said, is not always done, and cars 
frequently are driven across the tracks when 
buildings would prevent a view ot an ap- 
proaching train.

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CULLOM WRITERS AT WORK 


ARTICLE BY ; \MARSHAL HITCH 
AMUSES YATES’ SUPPORTERS. 


Nominal Manager of Senator’s Cam- 
paign Tactlessly Makes Charge of 
Rebellion Against Republicans Who 
Decline to Accept Instructions from 
Federal Officeholders—Local Board 
of Election Probably Will Announce 
Decision Tomorrow in Contest Cases 


In the absence of a speaker who can take 
the stand and reply to the attacks of for- 
mer Gov. Yates on the federal organization 
the managers of that wing of the republican 
party in the state have resorted to “ press 
agent methods to answer Mr. Yates. = 

United States Marshal Charles P. Hitch, 
nominal head of the Cullom organization; 
W. A. Norcott, and others have undertaken 
to circulate throughout the state a four 
column dodger for use in such state 
papers as are favorable to Senator Cullom. 
Its title is *‘ As to Senator Cullom,“ and it 
replies to Mr. Yates. ~ 

Of the arguments in defense the most in- 
teresting is contributed by Marshal Hitch, 
it being reprinted from the paper which 
he operates at Paris, his home town. This 
has just made its first appearance but hard- 
ly its last. Gov. Yates’ friends have pos- 
session of it and they believe it gives oppor- 
tunity for a reply to the reply which will 
interest republicans throughout the state. 

Mr. Hitch refers to the Yates campaign 
as an attempt to revive the “ old state rights 
doctrine,’ and this doctrine he describes as 
rebellion. Mr. Yates’ friends say they are 
anxious for Mr. Hitch to write another piece 
of the same nature for his paper and then 
have Mr, Northcott give it general circula- 
tion throughout the state. 

As a matter of politics it does not seem to 
have been exceedingly tactful for a federal 
manager to describe a fight against the fed- 
eral organization as rebellion.“ 


Here Is Hitch’s Article. 

The argument of Mr. Hitch, which is going 
out as part of the reply to Yates, follows: 

Gov. Yates is making a mistake in his 
speeches in trying to cause cleavage between 
the state crowd’ and the federal crowd’ 
of the republican party in Illinois. What the 
party most needs is not cleavage but 
union; not bitternes and abuse but harmony 
and fair dealing. 

This states’ rights doctrine preached by 
Gov. Yates is the old rebel doctrine expected 
to perpetuate slavery in this land. Andrew 
Jackson faced Calhoun tn his states’ rights 
doctrine, and declared that the right of the 
federation was above the right of any state. 

It was the federal crowd that marched 
with Grant to Appomattox, that waited with 
him in front.of the fiery mouths of Fort Don- 
élson’s cannon, that was with him at the 
surrender at Vicksburg.

Yates Arrives ix Chicago. 

Yates came to Chicago yesterday evening 
from down the state to speak at the Lincole 
club meeting in commemoration of the anni- 
versary of Lincoln’s birth. He had been 
expected to speak at Joliet but did not get 
there, and the meeting was postponed. He 
held several conferences with his friends 
from northern Illinois after the banquet and 
then went to Vandalia, where he takes up 
his campaigning again. 

The details of the agreement with Col. 
Frank O. Lowden in the Thirteenth district 
were*explained to Yates by his supporters 
from that district. This political arrange- 
ment seems to even up some scores between 
the state agd federal organizations and to 
pay back for the Sherman and Hamlin epi- 
sodes.

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NE-GAYNOR AGTS HIT

‘Savannah, Ga,, Feb. 12 — On the resump- 
tion of the Greene and Gaynor trial today, 
Maj. Gillette again occupied the stand asa 
government witness. He testified that 
Greene and Gaynor had not trimmed the 
brush used in making the fascines they em- 
ployed in the. harbor contracts they pro- 
cured under Capt. Carter. The specifications 
called for separate withes or rods to make 
up the fascines, but these were not complied 
with. 

Maj. Gillette said that up to Sept. 16, 1892, 
when the Edward H. Gaynor: contract at 
Cumberland sound was let, the sulmission 
of three designs of mattresses by the bid- 
ders at the same price with the selecting of 
the kind left to the discretion of the engineer 
officer had never been heard of. Heretofore 
the plan had been to bid on three designs at 
one price, with the selection of the kind to be 
used at the contractor’s option. 


Knowing Ones Reaped Benefit. 

The change from contractors’ optiom to 
engineers’ option was a radical one, result- 
ing in a great disadvantage to those con. 
tractors who did not know what design the 
engineer would choose. 

Following these changes in the speci- 
fications,”’ said Maj. Gillétte, after examin- 
ing several contracts, “the price jumped 
from $1.40 per square yard to $3.80 per square 
yard. The price of log mattresses more than 
doubled at Cumberland Sound, and each 
cubic yard of fascine cost the government 
$4.40, whereas abdut the same character 
of work was let formerly at 31.10.“ 


Carter Made Graft Changes. 

Prior to 1891, said Maj. Gillette, the mat 
tresses had always been paid for by the 
cubjc yard, but Carter introduced the inno- 
vation of paying for them by the square 
yard. 

A table was submitted by Maj. Gillette 
showing contract prices covering a period 
of years. He said there had been a tre- 
mendous advance in cost to the government. 
On a contract let in 1884 under Col. Gilmore 
the price of the brush mattress per cubic 
yard was 44 cents. In 1892 for the same 
style the Atlantic Contracting company 
(Greene and Gaynor) was paid $3.80.

ILL IN MIND AND BODY. 


Police Search in Vain, but Miss-“ 
ing Woman Returns After 
Few Hours. 


Mrs. Fannie Bloomfield-Zeisler, the great- 
est woman pianist in America and a musician 
of international reputation, is in a state of 
collapse due to acute nervous trouble. 

The public knowledge of her mental con- 
dition resulted from her disappearance from 


the family, the police, and scores of friends 
were searching the streets and the lake 
shore Mrs. Zeisler was wandering—no one 
knows where. She returned in a condition 
‘of almost complete mental and physical ex- 
haustion. It transpires that she had been 
troubled by an affection of the eyes for a 
year or more, and that last September she 
suffered a nervous breakdown, due in part at 
least to worry over her weak eyes and con- 
sequent inability to pursue her musical work. 


Physicians Expect Recovery. 
Mrs. Zeisler’s physicians expect an early 
recovery of their —— They issued the 
following statement late in the evening: 
Mrs. Zeisler is suffering from an attack of acute 
nervousness. Her physical condition is quite 
satisfactory, and we see na. reasom why she should 
not make a rapid and Complete recovery.

Mrs. Zeisler disappeared shortly after 7:30 
o’clock in the morning from the family resi- 
dence, 5749 Woodlawn avenue. Her husband, 
Sigmund Zeisler, the lawyer, and the three 
children of the couple had just finished break- 
fast when her absence was noted and the 
search begun. She had quietly slipped on 
her coat and hat and stepped into the street 
five minutes after she rose from the table. 

On account of the condition of her mind, 
Mr. Zelsler's fears were aroused at once. 
Mrs. Zeisler had returned only recently from 
a north shore sanitarium, where she had 
been undergoing treatment. Since her return 
she had been kept under the constant care 
and surveillance of a trained nurse. 

After a fruitless search of the house and 
premises, Mr. Zeisler notified the police, giv- 
ing a description of his wife, and asking 
that it be telephoned throughout the city 
and that the shore of the lake be searched 
at once, fears being entertained that the 
invalid might attempt suicide. Ledyard Zeis- 
ler, the eldest son, set out for Washington 
park and Mr. Zeisler in an automobile 
searched Jackson park. No trace of Mrs. 
Zeisler was found. 

Inspector Hunt detailed all the available 
patrolmen and detectives of the Hyde Park 
police station on the case, but at noon noth- 
ing had been heard of Mrs. Zeisler. Mr. 
Zelsler continued his hunt in the auto through 
Hyde Park. He returned to his residence 
shortly after noon, 


She Returns Tired Out. 

About 3 Oeclock, when about to set forth 
on another quest, Mr. Zeisler heard his little 
sons Paul and Ernest shouting from the 
dooryard: 

* 8 papa. here is mamma — she's coming

The lawyer hastened to the glass covered 
veranda and there beheld his wife approach- 
ing the house in Woodlawn avenue from the 
direction of Fifty-seventh street. She was 
walking listlessly, her head bowed and her 
hat and wraps disarranged. 

Mr. Zeisler ran out of the house and met 
his wife on the sidewalk. 

“ Where have you been?“ he asked her, as 
he supported her toward the veranda, . 

„Out walking,” replied Mrs. Zeisler, with 
an attempt to smile. 

But her eyes, which she turned to her 


tion, and she relapsed into silence. 

But where have you been all this time?’ 
persisted the anxious husband. 

„Walking around, said Mrs. Zeisler. 

No other response could be elicited and she 
was conducted at once to her room. Here 
her spirits seemed to revive, but she did 
not offer to talk further. She was placed 
in bed, where she fell at once into a deep 
slumber. 

Despondent Since September. 

The first sign of the affection of Mrs. Zeis- 
jer’s mind came last September while she was 
recovering from a serious illness. She be- 
came despondent and listless, entertaining 
exaggerated fears that she would never again 


career. Aggravating her mental condition 
was the growing weakness of her eyes, for 
which she had been undergoing treatment for 
a year. 

The major part of the fall and early winter 
Mrs. Zeisler spent in the sanitarium, return- 
ing a week ago much improved in health and 
spirits. On Friday afternoon last she at- 
tended the Thomas orchestra concert in com- 
pany with her mother, Mrs. Bioomfield. Her 
enjoyment of the music left her in a highly 
overwrought mental state, from which on 
her return home she relapsed into a mood of 
deep despondency. She brooded particularly 
over her fears that she would be compelled to 
abandon her music, 

Her condition became such that a hurried 
family conference was called and it was de- 
cided to send her toa sanitarium in the south. 
The son, Leonard, was summoned from his 
studies at the University of Wisconsin to 
acconrpany his mother. As soon as she is 
able to travel the plan will be carried out. 


One of the Great Pianists. 


Mrs. Zeisler is known as one of the great 
pianists of the world.. She is as well known 
abroad as in this country. She was born 
in Bielitz, Austrian Silesia, forty years ago 
and was brought to this country by her par- 
ents when a child. Her early training in 
music was given-her by Henry Wolfsohn in 
this city. Then shé studied under Leschetizky 
in Vienna for five years. The attention of 
musicians, was first attracted to her tdlent 
during her tour of Europe from 1893 to 1898. 
Since the latter date she has played in all the 
large cities of this country. In 1898 she toured 
England, Austria, and France. She was mar- 
ried to Attorney Sigmund Zeisler Oct. 18, 
1885. She is a member of the Chicago Wom- 
an's club, the Amateur musical, the Little 
Room, and other organizations of literary or 
musical purpose.

Final Pleas Are Made: 

Attorney Frank Comerford and Mrs. Emily 
Fischer Hoch made final pleas for the con- 
demned wife murderer, and by agreement 
the affidavits were filed in order to produce 
grounds which the defense might consider 
sufficient to warrant a pardon. Mrs. Hoch 
and Attorney Comerford will return to Chi- 
cago this afternoon. 

The briefs and affidavits mow in the pos- 
session of Gov. Deneen cover 400 pages. 
They allege that s large part of the evidence 
given at the trial was false, and Attorney 
Comerford contends that the person who 
made one of the affidayits admits that false- 
hoods were resorted to in the course of the 
trial by witnesses for the prosecution. Other 
affidavits allege some of the expert testi- 
mony did not show whether the arsenic 
found in the woman’s body had been taken 
into the intestines before or after death. 
One affidavit to this effect is said to have 
been made by a prominent pathologist who 
was the first to examine the body after 
death. He was not called to testify by the 
prosecution, abcording to the statement 
made by Attorney Comerford, for the reason 
that his testimony would have differed from 
that of other expert witnesses. 


Stay of Sentence Asked. 

It is contended that the new evidence will 
put a different construction on the case and 
that the governor should grant a stay of sen- 
tence in order that Hoch may have a chance 
to prove his innocence. 

Gov. Deneen told me he would give the

DEMENTED WOMAN JUMPS INTO 
ICY RIVER: POLICE SAVE HER. 


While Treading Water Irish Immigrant 
Derides Rescuers—Finally Becoming 
Exhausted, She Is Rescued. 


Battle Creek, Mich., Feb. 12.—[Special.]— 
After escaping from her room at Bat- 
tle Creek sanitarlum while her mind was 
temporarily affected Miss Edith Johnson of 
Boston plunged into the Kalamazoo river 
in tero weather today. Policemen rushed 
to rescue her with grappling hooks. Miss 
Johnson kept treading water in midstream, 
refusing to swim ashore. 

Three policemen secured a rowboat and 
quickly rowed toward the demented patient, 
whereupon Miss Johnson turned and swam 
away wit th the ability ofan expert. For sev- 
eral blocks,the police rowed after the wom- 
an, who, “ between strokes, yelled derisive 
remarks at her pursuers. Finally, after a 
half mile swim, Miss Johnson became ex- 
hausted and was oyertaken. 

The police brought the demented woman 
to shore and removed her to the sanitarium. 

Nothing is known of Miss Johnson here ex- 
cept that she came to Boston from Dublin 
after being sent back to Ireland by the im- 
migration authorities in New York, who de- 
tected signs of insanity. It is said that her 
father was a prominent official in Ireland. 
The woman seems to have ample means, 
Asked if she contemplated suicide, she re- 
plied, “‘ No; I merely wanted a cold bath.“

Washington, D. C., Feb. 12.—-A whipping 
post for wife beaters will not be set up in the 
The house tabled the 
whipping post bill today by a vote of 158 to 
60, after a “ horseplay cebate,”".in which 
many gibes and jeers at the idea were flung 
at Mr. Adams of ‘Pennsylvania, who intro- 
3 the bill suggested by President Roose- 
velt. 

During the debate it was brought out that 
the District of Columbia police had reported 
508 cases of wife beating in the national cap- 
ital in the last two years. This fact was 
looked upon as a joke by the humorists of the 
house, and their levity was rebuked by on- 
gressman Hepburn of Iowa. 


Only Two Serious Speeches. 

Mr. Adams and Mr, Hepburn made the only 
serious speeches during the debate. Mr. 
Adams began witA a rebuke of the levity with 
which the subject had been treated. He said 
President Roosevelt and the district officials 
were in sympathy with the bill, and it was 
only those possessed with that character of 
“ maudlin sentiment ’’ which sent flowers to 
the criminal’s cell who opposed it. The chief 
of police of Washington, he said; has report- 
ed 508 wife beatings in the last two years. 
Adequate punishment for human tes, 
he said, should be provided. 

Mr. Wachter [Mad. sald that if the bill 
passed the city of Baltimore had a good whip- 
ping post in the Baltimore city jail which the 
district could buy at a bargain.

One to put on the rack a man guilty 
of nonsupport of his family; one that a wife 
deserter should be pinched with red hot 
tongs; another every man man over 25 years 
of age who refuses fo take a wife snall be 
burned at the stake. 

Mr. Mahon [Pa.] created much merriment 
by offering an amendment providing for the 
punishment of women who are common 
scolds, commonly called hell-cats,”’ who shall 
be ducked in the Potomac river not less than 
five nor more than ten times.

MANY MORE RICH GIFTS. 


Growing Dissatisfaction Over In- 
vitations Apparent in Sen- 
ate Quarters, 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 12.—[Special.}— 
The rapid recovery of Mr. Longworth from 
his attack of tonsilitis was a matter of con- 
gratulation in the house of representatives, 
where he spent the entire morning, and at 
the White house dinner and musical tonight. 

With permission of his physician Mr. Long- 
worth drove to the capitol, returning home 
in time to have luncheon at 20’clock with his 
mother, Mrs. Longworth, and his sister, 
countess de Chambrun. Miss Roosevelt 
joined him later in the afternoon for a drive, 
2 which he apparently suffered no ill et- 
ects 

One of his ushers, Quincy Adams Shaw of 
Boston, has engaged apartments at a hotel 
for next Thursday. By that time all his at- 
tendants, including his best man; Mr. Per- 
kins, will have arrived, and Thursday night 
Mr. Longworth will preside at his pre-nuptial 
dinner. Theodore Roosevelt Jr. will be pres- 
ent, enjoying for the first time an event of this 
nature, perhaps, also, his first stag dinner. 
He now is in the city, and has been here for 
sometime. Kermit Roosevelt, the president's 
second son, is expected to arrive from Ante 
within a day or 80. 

The list of guests to be 3 by 
friends of President and urs. Roosevelt 
grows apace. Vice President and Mrs. Fair- 
banks have offered the hospitality of their 
big house in K street for the accommoda- 
tion of such people as they may wish to send 
them. 

Relatives Arrive for Wedding. 

Relatives of'the Roosevelt family will spend 
their time while here for the wedding with 
Senator Kean's family, who occupy a large 
house at the corner of Seventeenth and I 
streets, just two or three blocks from the 
White house; with Capt. and Mrs. 
Cowles, Mrs. Lowndes, Mrs. Tucker- 
mann, Mrs. Hobson, and a number 
of other women with whom Mrs. Roose- 
velt has been intimate for years. Several 
of the Roosevelt family from New York 
have engaged apartments at various hotels 
and other places not far from the White 
house. 

With th: flowers sent to the White house 
today in horcr of Miss Roosevelt's birthday 
and those to be sent by foreign ministers and 
other diplomats complimentary to her wed- 
ding, she practically will be buried in flowers 
from today on. 

The flowers sent by the Brazilian ambas- 
sador and Mme. Nabuco Saturday morning 
as their tribute to the bride, along with the 
equally splendid floral offering from the 
Chilean Minister and Mme. Walker-Martinez, 
Sig. Montagna, chargé d’affaires for Italy, 
and other diplomats probably will be placed 
near the altar in the east room where the 
bride will stand for the ceremony. 


Individual Presents by Cabinet. 

This was the disposition of the case that 
the cabinet members first thought making, 
but it was decided later to make individual 
selections. Speaker Cannon is undecided as 
what to give to the bride, of whom he per- 
sonally is fond. He has been much teased 
about giving her a silver gavel with which 
to rule the house of Longworth, but such 
selection will not be made and Miss Roose- 
velt will have something to treasure which is 
not suggestive of a joke. So far as can be 
learned it is not the intention of the Rus- 
sian ambassador and Baroness Rosen to 
send any gift to Miss Roosevelt. The Mexi-~ 
can ambassador and Mme. de Cassasus are 
unprepared to make their gift public. 

So many presents arrived at the White 
house today that it is hard to distinguish 
which are meant for birthday gifts and which 
for wedding presents, but with the wedding 
only four whole days off it scarcely is neces- 
sary that one should know. 

One of the latest and handsomest things to 
arrive was an ormolu table sent by the king 
of Italy and already delivered at the White 
house. It has the usual rich golden base with 
white inlaid medallions about the top, and a 
center medallion. All are Italian scenes exe- 
cuted by a famous artist. 


Increases Hat Order. 

Miss Roosevelt has increased mer order for 
hats from six to over a dozen, one of them a 
coral red with touches of gold about it, and 
another of steel blue, trimmed with steel blue 
plumes and silver braid. Another is of 
brown, Ncolor affected by Miss Roosevelt 
winter before last, but worn but little by 
her during the past season. She also has 
ordered several lace hats. 

There will be no necessity for Miss Roose- 
velt buying handkerchiefs for years to come, 
or hose either, for dozens upon dozens of the 
most exquisite productions of the loom have 


been sent to her, many of them from abroad, 


while others are the handiwork of the women 
of Cuba, Porto Rico, and the Philippines. 
The same deft fingers have fashioned dainty 
corset covers and other small garments for 
the bride, the work on some of them being 
so exquisite, so minute in detail as to carry 
the idea of the finest cobweb,

have been presented to Miss Roos velt as a

iss Roosevelt bought a number ot pairs of 
champagne colored hose. that being the 
color of shoes most recently affected by her, 
and worn with gowns of all colors. Mrs. 
Roosevelt has always had much of her sewing 
done at home, usually before her busy days 
as the wife of the president working all the 
buttonholes herself, and adding extra dainty 
stitches not to be left to less skilled hands. 

Senators’ Wives Not Pleased. 


Dissatisfaction over the invitations to the 
Wedding seems to grow each day, and had 
the president and Mrs. Roosevelt issued 
5,000 invitations to Miss Roosevelt’s wed- 
ding in their own name instead of the 800 
announced to have been sent out, dissatisfac- 
tion still woyld reign supreme. 

This time it is the senators, or rather their 
wives, who are most disappointed over not 
being asked to the wedding. They maintain 
it became an official affair when the invita- 
tions were sent out in the name of the presi- 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt, instead of in the 
name of Colonel and Mrs. Roosevelt or Mr.

SENATOR LODGE DECLARES FINE 
Is NOT ENOUGH. 


Massachusetts Republican Leader in 
Speech in Congress Insist, That 


ment Cannot Be Checked by Present 
Law—Tillman Doubts Good Faith of 
the Administration in Its Fight for 
Rate Regulation. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 12.—The senate’s 
adoption of the joint resolution reported by 
Mr. Tillman from the committee on interstate 
commerce followed addresses by Mr. Lodge 
and Mr. Tillman. 

The feature of the speech by Senator Lodge 
was his appeal for the restoration of the 
prior penalty for violations of the law against 
giving rébates, On this point he said: 

“The rebates have been a wrong and an 
injustice to the people and a serious injury 
to the railroads themselves. I don't think 
that it would be possible to pass legislation 
too drastic for the purpose of stopping these 
discriminatidns between persons. We have 
a law now upon the statute books which, so 
far as prohibition can go, ought to be suffi- 
cient. It undoubtedly has largely checked 
rebates; but it has not stopped them entirely. 
To make fhe law thoroughly efficient we 
ought to add, in my judgment, three provi- 
sions. 

We should restore the former penalties of 
the interstate commerce law—which should 
not have been repealed—and make these se- 
cret evasions of the published ratea punisha- 
ble by imprisonment. 

The men who perpetrate these evasions in 
defiance of the law suffer but little by aifine, 
even if it be a heavy one. Their resources are 
too large to make a money penalty a serious 
one. For this reason they are persons who 
would feel acutely a punishment by imprison- 
ment and that penalty ought to be provided in 
any law we pass.“ 


Tillman Suspects Roosevelt. 

In his speech Senator Tillman practically 
charged that the administration was not pro- 
ceeding in good faith tosecure railroad legis- 
lation, because he was not satisfied with the 
president's advisers.

by congress in its present shape the inter- 
state commerce commission will have plenty 
of work for the next year or two. 

If the commission finds there is any owner- 
ship of private plants along the line or a 
combination to cyt prices it will be required 
to go into the whole subject of coal mining 
and shipping for the purpose of reporting to 
congress how far the combination of railroads 
controls the production and sale of coal or 
any other products. To arrive at this the 
commission is specifically directed to investi- 
gate and report upon the entire system of 
car distribution upon the different rajlway 
lines for the purpose of determining whether 
all shippers are treated alike or whether dis- 
crimination is practiced by giving one ship- 
per a chance to move his goods while an- 
other is denied cars on one pretext or an- 
other. Finally, the commission is required to 
report a remedy, if it can find one, and pre- 
sent to congress any other facts or con- 
clusions. * 

Gigantic in Its Scope. 

Any one can see that this investigation 
would be almost gigantic in its scope and if 
congress should wait until it was cOmpleted 
in every detail the report might not come in 
for a genération. To guard against this dan- 
ger it is provided that the commission shall 
make an investigation at its earliest possible 
convenience and present reports from time to 
time as soon as they can be prepared with due 
regard to the performance of the work. 

Senator Tillman’s speech in presenting his 
resolution was a mild one for him and it was 


correspondingly strong. He made some re- 


publicans shiver when he declared that al- 
though the president might be standing pat 
on his railroad proposition it was a strange 
thing that he had as his o principal ad- 
visers Elihu Root, who had spent all his pro- 
fessional career as counsel for Wall street 
and railroad corporations, and Senator Knox, 
who was supposed to be the principal rep- 
resentative of the Pennsylvania corporation, 
which was more interested in rate regulation 
than any other company in the country. 

„I would sniff at this railroad rate meat,” 
exclaimed the irrepressible South Carolina 
statesman, it I did not know the two cooks 
who were preparing it.“ 

Senator Knox came into the senate in time 
to deny that he was in any sense an attorney 
tor the Pennsylvania railroad, for which in- 
formation Mr. Tillman professed himself to 
be profoundly grateful, although he insinu- 
ated that Mr. Knox had come into the senate 
through the personal influence of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad. 

Bodes III to Railroads. 

It bodes no good to the railroads that this 
investigation is to be prosecuted by the inter- 
state commerce commission. That body at 
the present time is distinctly unfriendly to the 
big.transportation corporations. Last year 
when the president broached his railroad rate 
regulation scheme the presidents of the great 
railroads tumbled over themselves in their 
eagerness to testify before both hdéuses of 
congress. They united in the declaration that 
the interstate commerce commission as 
at present constituted is totally incompetent 
to deal with any complicated railroad ques+ 
tion. One magnate after another gave the 
commission a black eye, insisted it was made 
up of small bore politicians, and argued that 
the rate making power should not be intrust- 
ed to such a collection of inconsequential 
nobodies. 

Since then the commission has had its in- 
ning. It was chiefly responsible for the Dolli- 
ver bill, which even tailroad men themselves 
admit is a practical reform in the way of 
railroad regulation. Now, if the commission 
is intrusted with the duty and responsibiiity 
of investigating every coal road in the coum- 
try. it will have a beautiful chance to get 
even and to show the railroad magnates that 
it is not made up of nobodies or of small 
politicians.

New York, Feb. 12.—[{Special.}]—President 
John Mitchell had some difficulty in main- 
taining his usual atmosphere of dignity and 
silence in New York today.

GERMANY 70 BACK DOWN 


EKAISER WANTS NO TARIFF WAR 
WITH UNITED STATES. 


Washington Government Advised Off- 
eialliy That if the Obnoxiceus Ap- 
praisement Regulations of Ameri-« 
can Customs Houses Are Modified 
the Higher Duties Provided For by 
Reichstag Will Not Be Enforced— 


Agrarians Will Object.

LONDON, Feb. 13, 8 a. m.—According to 
the Berlin correspondent of the Morning Post, 
the German government definitely has de- 
cided to retreat from its position, in view of 
the possibility of a tariff war with the United 
States. It is convinced that President Roose- 
velt is powerless to induce the senate to pass 
a reciprocity treaty and aiccordingly notified 
the United States yesterday that if Washing- 
ton confirms the informal offer made some 
time ago to revise the objectionable appraise- 
ment practices of American custom officials, 
Germany will give the United States full ad- 
vantages of her conventional tariff for the 
year beginning March 1. 

Germany is inepired to this action by the 
hope that the next congressional elections 
will develop a tariff reform sentiment in the 
United States and the consequent prospect of 
obtaining the concessions desired by Ger- 


many. 
Agrarians Will Object. 

The Morning Post correspondent is uncer- 
tain whether the powerful agrarian party in 
the reichstag, which is rabidly anti-American, 
will sanction such arrangement, but the 
imperial authorities are sanguine of over- 
coming its resistance. 

Referring to the intense bitterness of Ger- 
man exporters owing to the United States 
ignoring the consular inventories of con- 
signmént, t is stated that chancellor von 
Bülow will try to convince the reichstag 
that the abolition of reappraisement will 
be of immense value to Germany, the effects 
of reappraisement having been far more 
disastrous than even the German tariff.

Trade Future of United Kingdom 
Declared Paramount to 
Party Interests.

LONDON, Feb, 18.—Former Premier A. J. 
Balfour was the principal speaker at a ban- 
quet given tonight by the conservatives of 
the City of London to Bie Ddward Clarke and 
Alban Gibbs. Mr. Gibbs and Sir Edward 
Clarke responded to the toast. Our Guests.” 

Mr. Balfour, whose speech had been antici- 
pated with intense interest, as his reply to 
Joseph Chamberlain's pronunciamento, 
spoke at great. length, confining himself 
mainly to fiscal questions. Mr. Balfour main- 
tained that the results of the general election 
could not be accepted as a final verdict 
against fiscal reform. He declined to argue 
the question of protection versus free trade, 
but maintained that the policy he hitherto 
has advocated is altogether apart from the 
controversy. 


Would Lift Burdens of Trade. 


Mr. Balfour said his policy was designed 
so far as might be to diminish the burden 
on British industries which is hostile to the 
tariffs other industrial countries have im- 
posed. In countries where hostile tariffs 
did not exist it was the intention to preserve 
neutral markets, and at the same time pre- 
serve the interests of the British colonies on 
an equal footing. It was, he said, a policy 
intended to maintain an increased foreign 
market for British manufactures. Protec- 
tion was an attempt to keep the home market 
againat equal competition from foreign 
countries. 

The world saw great nations using not only 
diplomatic but whole military and naval 
force in order to push their commerce. To 
fight for British markets might again be 
inevitable, but fighting is a barbarous method, 
where negotiation might succeed, and nego- 
tiation never could succeed unless it were 
backed by some power of dealing with the 
country with whom we might be negotiating, 
if the latter asked extravagant or impossible 
terms. 


Views Conditions with Alarm. 

Mr. Balfour said he viewed the industrial 
conditions in the united kingdom with the 
greatest alarm. He said possibly nations 
which bullt up industries behind tariff walls 
were acting foolishly, but nevertheless they 
did it, and the result undoubtedly was injuri- 
ous to the united kingdom. Mr. Balfour 
asked was it possible to carry out retaliation 
unless a general tariff formed a part of the 
scheme. He declined to commit himeelf on 
that point, but he said what the country had 
to make up its mind to was the question: Is 
the end at which we are aiming worth mak- 
ing a sacrifice for? 

The cause of tariff reform, Mr. Balfour 

said, must be delayed some years; but in the 
meanwhile it was the duty of the opposition 
to the present government to point out the 
mistakes of the latter and direct the country 
along the best lines looking to the future of 
the country.

England Demands on. 

LONDON, Feb. 12.—Great Britain today 
demanded that China compensate the mis- 
sionaries for the destruction of their prop- 
erty at Changpu, near Amoy, and also asked 
for the punishment of those responsible for 
the disorders. 

The government has no information re- 
garding the reported general unrest in Chine 
beyond the reports of the consuls, which are 
conflicting, some of them considering that 
the disorders are local, while others believe 
that they foreshadow a general anti-foreign 
uprising. 

Root to Persist in Policy. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 12.—While not re- 
garding an anti- -foreign uprising in China ag 
imminent, Secretary Root is convinced it is 
his duty to pursue the course he already has 
outlined for the protection of American life 
and property in China. He has not hesitated 
to express this view to his congressional 
callers. 

Advices. from the orient are disquietin 
from this fact, that it is clearly establish 
that the Chinese government, while not actu- 
ally aiding the development of this anti-for- 
eign sentiment, has not exerted itself to pre- 
vent the apread of the anti-American boycott, 
notwithstanding the publication of numerous 
proclamations by the viceroys. 

So Mr. Root will continue to urge upon See- 
retary Taft the adoption of proper military 
precautions to meet this policy of preparation 
for any emergency that may arise. 


Olney Approves Roosevelt’s Policy. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 12.—[Special.}—Preali- 
dent Roosevelt's policy as to China was ap- 
proved in an address tonight by Richard 
Olney before the Chinese commission. 

President Roosevelt was right wnen he 
said our laws and treaties should be 60 
framed as to guarantee to all Chinamen, save 
only the excepted coolie class, the same right 
of entry to this country and the same treat- 
ment while here as guaranteed to citizens of 
any other nations,“ said Mr. Olney. 

“The friendly disposition towards us of 
the government of the Chinese people as a 
whole is not to be doubted. No more is it to 
be doubted that the disposition is fully recip- 
rocated by the government and the people of 
the United States

THE THREATENED COAL STRIKE. 

“It is a leader’s duty to tell his people not 
what they would like to hear but what they 
should know.” That is the rule of conduct 
of Patrick Dolan, president of the Pittsburg 
local of the United Mineworkers. Being 
governed by it, he tells his people that a 
strike will be a hopeless failure. As he was 
convinced that failure would be inevitable 
he voted in convention against a strike and 
for the reaffirmation of the present wage 
scale. 

Mr. Dolan certainly has courage, for he 
has deliberately made himself the most un- 
popular man in the miners’ organization. 


gives in his statement abundant reasone why 
the soft coal miners should let well enough 
alone. Waged have more than doubled in a 
few years and the hours of labor have been 
reduced from ten to eight. In view of the 
fact that many operators want a lower wage 
scale a continuance of the existing scale 
would seem to be a fair compromise. Mr. 
Dolan says that ‘all the big soft coal strikes 
managed by President Mitchell have been 
lost. The first anthracite coal strike was 
settled by Mark Hanna and the second by 
President Roosevelt. 

The bituminous miners ask for an advance 
in wages of 12% per cent and impose the 
impossible condition that if in any 
one district operators and miners can- 
not agree work shall stop in all the 
other districts, eren though both sides 
be agreed. It may be that the cause of the 
soft coal miners is just in some particulars 
and in some districts, but if they shall go 
out a month and a half from now they will 
engage in what seems an almost hopeless 
undertaking. 

The situation in the anthracite field differs 
from that in the bituminous fields. The 
demands are different, the principal ones 
which are pressed on the hard coal operators 
being recognition of the union and the eight 
hour day. Public opinion is strong against 
the anthracite operators, who undoubtedly 
are organized in a tremendous and iniquitous 
trust. There is no proof of a similar organi- 
gation on the part of the bituminous oper- 
ators, and from the nature of the case it is 
impossible. The stock of soft coal is un- 
limited, and ig too widely distributed to be 
monopolized. 

There is to be a conference on Thursday 
between President Mitchell and the anthra- 
cite people. Probably it will be barren of 
results. The operators have let it be under- 
stood that, while they are desirous to con- 
tinue working the mines under the terms 
and conditions prescribed by the arbitrators 
three years ago, they will not comply with 
the conditions insisted on by the miners’ 
union. There may be justice in some of its 
demands, and if the operators can avert a 
strike by making reasonable concessions 
they should do it. But if an agreement can- 
not be had and there shall be a strike it is 
not likely that the president would intervene 
again, and if he were to do so his good offices 
probably would not be accepted by the oper- 
ators. 

The agreements under which the anthra- 
cite and bituminous mines are being worked 
do not expire until April 1. There is oppor- 
tunity for careful reflection and deliberate 
action on both sides. Neither operators nor 
miners can plead ignorance of the conse- 
quences which a general strike would in- 
volve for themselves and for the public. 
Neither side desires a stoppage of labor, and 
each should do all that it honestly and fairly 
can to avert a great public calamity. 


AUTO RACING ON MICHIGAN AVENUE. 

Michigan avenue is a favorite speeding 
ground for reckless automobilists. For a 
considerable distance it is a boulevard and 
is free from heavy teams, for which a chauf- 
feur has more respect than he has for light 
pleasure vehicles. Those vehicles seek 
Michigan avenue for the same reasons that 
the motor cars do, and the speed limit should 
be enforced for their protection. 

There is another and a stronger reason 
why Michigan avenue should not be con- 
verted into an automobile racetrack. 
There is too much danger to pedes- 
trians. Thousands of men and women 
have to ¢ross the avenue on their way to 
and from the Park row, Van Buren street, 
and Randolph street stations of the Illinois 
Central. They make the crossings in fear 
and trembling, for they know that there are 
chauffeurs who dash up and down the ave- 
nue as furiously as if it were a private race- 
track instead of a public thoroughfare in 
which foot passengers have paramount 
rights. 

The crossing at Randolph street is a pe- 
culiarly dangerous one because of the al- 
most continuous stream of cable and elec. 
trie cars during those hours of the day when 
the greatest number of persons are going 
to or coming from the Illinois Central de- 
pot. Here is where automobiles ought to 
slow down, especially after sundown, until 
they almost cratl. The public safety re- 
quires it. There are some chauffeurs who 
look out for pedestrians, There are oth- 
ers who dash across Randolph street at full 
speed. |

THE DANCE HAIL EVIL. . 

Yesterday's Trisuns contained a de- 
scription of dance hall conditions, It was a 
revelation. It was also a challenge to pub- 
lic authorities, private organizations, par- 
ents, and lastly the young people them- 
selves to stop these conditions. The typical 
dance hall is connected with a saloon. The 


dance is got up mainly or largely for the 


profits on drinks. Sometimes these are 
sold at a bar in the hall itself, sometimes at 
one closely communicating with the hall. 
Soft drinks are not to be had. Nor does the 
selling stop at 1 a. m.; a special permit, with 
the O. K. of the police department, is is- 
sued allowing selling all night. 

In the case of family gatherings of certain 
nationalities, accustomed to free but tem- 
perate use of beer or wine, a bar in connec- 
tion with a dance or other festivity might 
prove quite unobjectionable. At the same 
time, to grant the privilege of a bar under 
these circumstances to one set of people 
opens the road to serious abuses by others 
who naturally demand like privileges. Thus 
the question of allowing bars in connection 
with dances is one of no little difficulty. In 
any event, however, the operation of such 
a bar after 1 a. m., the closing time fixed 
by the general city ordinance, ought not to 
be permitted. There are few occasions 
when it is wholesome or reasonable to con- 
tinue social festivities beyond that hour. 

In the next place, churches, fraternities, 
bona fide clubs, and other private organiza- 
tions have likewisea duty to perform. They 
should cultivate and insist upon diserimina- 
tion respecting places of amusement, They 
should instill proper standards on the. sub- 
ject into the minds of their members or of 
persons under their care. 

Then, what of the part played by parents? 
How ip it that mothers and fathere can per- 
mit their sons and daughters to frequent 
the public or practically public dance hall, 
remain there until far into the night—or 
the morning—and perhaps in the end go to 
stay with some friend for the rest of the 
night? Yet this is precisely what parents 
in great numbers are actually permitting. 

Finally, young people ought, from self- 
respect and in their own behalf, to prescribe 
and observe proper rules for themselves on 
this subject. It is, indeed, alleged that the 
young people of a certain Scandinavian dis- 
trict of the city have adopted the practice 
of going a considerable distance from their 
neighborhood in order to find for their par- 
ties halls which are not connected with 
saloons. 

This general state of facts throws a new 
light upon the wisdom and statesmanship 
of providing the neighborhood and recrea- 
tive centers found in the new south side 
parks. Culture will not supply the place 
of the dance hall, but improved opportunities 
for rational forms of educational, recreative, 
and social activities will to a degree com- 
pete with the dance hall. 

The 1 o’clock closing ordinance should 
have no dance hall exceptions. At the same 
time, priest, parent, fraternities, and young 
people themselves should codperate to lessen 
attendance at promiscuous dancing resorts 
and to promote wholesome substitutes.

recent bitter struggle between the liberals 
end clericale and the anxiety of the country 
for peace between the warring political fac- 
tions it would be best for the principal liberal 
leaders to refrain from the assumption of of- 
fice and from appearing on the government 
benches in the national legislature, where 
their presence would be likely to be produc- 
tive of irritation. 

Something of the same kind exists in Swits- 
erland, where the presidency of the republic 
is held for the space of twelve months by 
one of the seven members of the federal 
council, There is this difference, however, 
that inasmuch as the federal council is only 
elected for three years, and there are seven 
members thereof, only three of the number 
can hold in turn the office of chief magistrate. 
The salary of the latter is §2,400 a year, which 
presents a striking contrast to the emolu-

the United States.

Lord Elgin, the new secretary of state 
for the colonies in London, and who enjoys 
the distinction of being colonial born, having 
come into the world up in Canada, has modi- 
fied the decision of his unionist predecessor to 
withdraw all British troops from the West 
Indies, This, it may be recalled, had aroused 
a storm of protest on the part of the West 
Indian colonists and, in consequence of their 
representations, Lord Elgin has organized 
what is to be known as the West Indian 
Floating Guard.“ Consisting of half a dozen 
officers and of a couple of hundred noncom- 


missioned officers and men of the royal ma- 


rine light infantry corps, it will remain 
afloat on a Second class cruiser and will pay 
periodic visits to the various islands mak- 
ing ite headquarters at Barbados. Duly pro- 
vided with equipment, ammunition, and ma- 
chine guns for service either afloat or ashore, 
the marines will be always ready for service 
wherever their presence is required. 
— 

Of course, every mention of Lord Elgin’s 
name serves to recall the story of the Elgin 
marbles, and in this connection it is only 
just to point out that when the seventh 
earl of Elgin, grandfather of the present colo- 
ial secretary, purchased for a large sum 
of money the marbles of the Parthenon, the 
sale, far from being regarded as an act of 
vandalism, was lauded by all those who had 
at heart a proper appreciation of art and 
archeology. Indeed, the cultured Greeks 
of the day not only approved and rejoiced in 
the sale of the marbles to Lord Elgin as the 
only available means of preservation of some 
of the grandest masterpieces of the plastic 
art of ancient Athena, but positively groaned 
for the fate of those sculptures that Lord El- 
gin left behind, realizing that they were 
suffering well nigh daily Injury from the 
effects of the weather, from vandal tourists, 
and at the hands of natives, who looked upon 
the ruins of the Parthenon in the light of 
mere stone quarries. 

A full justification of the disposal of the 
Elgin marbles to the seventh Lord Elgin is 
supplied by the deterioration which the sculp- 
tures that were left in position at the Parthe- 
non have suffered since his time. Indeed, 
even quite recently the dilapidation has been 
going on. For a careful comparison made 
by the late A. S. Murray of the British mu- 
seum of photographs taken in 1897, with 
plaster casts executed in 1872, shows the 
most lamentable and extensive injuries, 
whereas the English marbles in the British 
museum have suffered no harm whatsoever 
since they were placed in that world famed 
inetitution more than three-quarters of a 
century ago.

King Alfonso has developed a pronounced 
liking for his future brother-in-law, young 
Prince Alexander of Battenberg, who was 
over here in November with his uncle, Ad- 
miral Prince Louis of Battenberg, and there 
are rumors current to the effect that he may 
quit the English navy, in which he holds 
the rank of midshipman, in order to enter 
the service of Spain. Of course, it would be 
a great satisfaction for the new Spanish 
queen to have her eldest brother with her 
at Madrid. For, in spite of the enthusiasm 
which the impending marriage of Don Al- 
fonso has aroused among his people, the 
position of his bride is likely to be an ex- 
tremely difficult one at Madrid, owing to 
the fact that she is in the eyes of the proud 
old Spanish aristocracy of morganatic 
parentage. 

The Rohans are one of the oldest and most 
illustrious houses in Europe, descended from 
the Crusader kings of Jerusalem, and its 
members have time and again contracted 
matrimonial alliances with the sovereign 
dynasties of Europe. Yet, one of the princi- 
pal reasons which render the Pretender Don 
Carlos so strangely reluctant to reign at 
Madrid, and to enforce his claims, is the 
knowledge that if he were to become king 
the Spanish aristocracy would decline to 
recognize as queen his wife, the duchess of 
Madrid, who was Princess Bertha de Rohan.

sition as queen of Spain will be a difficult 
one.

NEWS OF THE THEATERS. 


Apollo Club. 

The Apollo club placed another notable 
achievement to ita credit last evening. 
Brahms’ German Requiem,“ which had its 
Hirst presentation by the club at ite final con- 
cert last season, was repeated in the Audi- 
torium and received an interpretation even 
more complete and impressive than mwas the 
excellent one previously accorded it. Instead 
of being associated as it was before with the 
“Hymn of Praise of Mendelssohn, the 
great requiem found an even more perfect 
complement in the bright and joyous “Light 
of Life by Elgar. It was the initial presen- 
tation of the gifted Englishman's work by the 
Apollos, and with it they roused their audi- 
tors to genuine enthusiasm. 

The Requiem and the Light of Life 
have much in common, and together form an 
unusually satisfactory musical whole. Hach 
is the creation of a master composer, for 
while the Elgar work is cast in less massive 
style and smaller mold than is the mighty 
requiem of Brahma, it nevertheless is splen- 
didly made, ig filled with musical ideas of sur- 
passing beauty and rare nobility, and is an 
impressive, effective, and in many respects 
inspired setting of a fine text.

Both works voice the hopefulness and joy- 
ousness that lie in religion, for Brahms’ great 
masterpiece has in it not the somberness and 
despair of death, but the confident gladness 
of one who believes that through that change 
a better, richer, fuller life is reached. And 
Elgar’s oratorio telle of the salvation and 
blessings that came to mankind through him 
who has been called the light of life. But it 
is not alone in musical worth or in similarity 
of fundamental idea that the two works find 
their greatest likeness. This Mee in their 
genuineness of expression. Brahms believed 
when he wrote the “German Requiem”; 
Elgar’s religious faith was strong when he 
penned the score of The Light of Life.”

Vital to the Farmer. 
The American farmers have been forced, 
as a result of the condition under which a 
great majority 4 them live, to rely upon 


much better tor the eyes than the yellow 
kerosene light. With the tax removed, alco- 


hol could be sold to farmers everywhere at 


a price much less than twice the average 
retail cost of kerosene. 

Nahum Batcheldor, master of the national 
grange of the Patrons of Industry, informed 
the committee on ways and means that the 
farmers are especially interested also in the 
use of alcohol as motor fuel for internal com- 
bustion engines, which have become popular 
throughout the country. whara they are used 
for running all kinds of farm machinery, for 
baling hay, shelling corn, sawing wood, 
thrashing, churning, spraying fruit trees, 
pumping water, and various other purposes. 

“With an lle oo ge supply of motor fuel 
assured,” said Batcheldor, “it would 
seem that every one of the 6,000,000 farmers 


in this country soon would have at least one 


of these engines, thus lightening the farmers’ 
— and increasing the productivity of the 
arm.“ 

Mr. Batcheldor estimated that there would 
be a demand for at least 100,000,000 gallons 
of alcohol in the near future. This would 
mean a large additional domestic market for 
corn, potatoes, sorghum, beet sugar, mo- 
lasses, and other farm products from which 
alcohol can be distilled. " 


— 
Needed in Manufacturing. 

The manufacturers of the country who are 
advocating the enactment of free alcohol 
legislation are numerous, and include makers 
of bicycles, pianos, guns and pistols, smoke - 
less powder/and a host of other industries. 

Cammissioner of Internal Revenue Yerkes 
has informed the committee that the aboli- 
tion of the tax would reduce the revenue of 
the government about $10,000,000 or $11,000,- 
000. The cost of the administration of the law 
would be large, because, as he suggested, 
of the necessity of having new agencies to 
protect the government. 

It was suggested to the committee that a 
still might be erected on every farm whose 
owner wanted to obtain some alcohol for use 
ar 4 beverage, but Dr. Wiley of the agricul- 
tural department declared it would cost more 
to convert denatured alcohol into a beverage 
than to produce the latter directly from the 


grain. 

Mr. Batcheldor urged that there was no 
reason why in all corn growing sections of 
the country the farmers should not establish 
cobperative distilleries for the sole purpose 
of producing denatured industrial alcohol. 
These distilleries would be under close gov- 
ernment supervision and the alcohol would 
be rendered unfit for beverage purposes be- 
fore it left the d@istiller’s warehouse. In 
this way the government would be protected 
against fraud and the cost to the farmers of 
the material for lighting; heating, cooking, 
and motor fuel purposes could be kept at the 
lowest possible point.

Question of Heat and Light. 
Secretary Wilson has furnished the com- 


mittee with a statement which shows the 


necessity and advantage of free alcohol. 

The question of heating and lighting on 
the farm is becoming quite insistent,“ he 
says. “In prairie countries there is some coal, 
but the readily obtained supply will become 
exhausted before a remote date. Hard coal 
taken out to the prairies is expensive at all 
times, and it is becoming more and more 
expensive as time goes on, so we must begin 
looking about for other means of heating and 
lighting.

He concluded the second lap alone, 
save for three local cars, which entered for 
a match race. Charles Harrah, the Ameri- 
can amateur, rode with Demogeot. 

The race committee decided to postpone 
the short races, which were arranged to take 
place tomorrow, until next year. The cups 
presented for these races will be held until 
then.

The city,’’ said the justice, is entitled to 
consideration in this speeding of automobiles. 
Fast driving along Michigan avenue must 
case. Old women and little children must be 
protected. A child lies dead today in Chicago 
as a result of being run over by one of you 
chauffeurs. You must learn to respect the 
law. Fifty dollars’ fine in each case.’ 

Richard Mansel, a chauffeur, was fined $25 
by Justice Prindiville for speeding, as were 
also Paul Hofman, Frank Kulick, and James 
Thayer. Kulick has been in Chicago only a 
week, but this is the second time he has been 
arrested for speeding.

CHURCH PROPERTY GUARDED 
TO. PREVENT ANOTHER -RIOT. 


f \ 
Discharged Janitor Is Blamed for In- 
ducing Mob to Attack Father Edward 
Stefanowicz. , : 


Fearing another outbreak of the mob which 
stormed the parish house of Providence of 
God church. Sunday morning, the police of the 
Canalport avenug station are keeping a con- 
stant guard over all the church property at 
Union and Eighteenth streets. A special de- 
tail of detectives was sent into the neigh- 
borhood yesterday to seek out and arres: 
all the instigators of the trouble on charges 
of disorderly conduct, 83 religious 
services, and causing a riot. 

Father Edward Stefanowicz said Anton 
Preozerkotis, a former jaintor of the church, 
was discharged last week because of incom- 
petency for the position. Archbishop Quig- 
~ley recently reduced the number of trustees 
of the church from fifteen to two, and ap- 
pointed hew men to fill the position. Some 
of the old trustees refused to turn over to 
the priest certain money of the parish, and it 
is said Preozerkotis enlisted these former 
trustees in a plot to get rid of the priest. 

Chancellor Dunne made a personal investi- 
gation last evening and after a long talk 
with Father Stefanowicz he was convinced 
that the pastor had taken no money Hlegally 
as his enemies had charged. 

As near as I can find out, said the chan- 
cellor, the dismissal of the janitor is at the 
bottom of the fight. It is probable that 
those ‘who organized the mob will be ex- 
communicated. Such defiance of law and or- 
der cannot be tolerated. I do not think Father 
Stefanowicz will be removed from-his charges 
at the church. There is no evidence against 
him 80 far as I am able to learn. It seems 
that the former janitor’s wife, together with 
Kate Mashinski, who is now under arrest, 
started the trouble in the church by appeal- 
ing to the congregation not to give money 
to the priest.“ 

The real rioters were mostly anarchists 
and not members of the church, said Father 
Stefanowicz, and I believe t of the par- 
ish will stand by me. The whole thing was 
caused .by the dismissal of the janitor.” 

Preozerkotis and several of his friends 
were released on bail. The former janitor 
charged that the priest and the police were 
in collusion to take away the rights of the 
church members. John Tammelis; one of 
those injured in the riot, is not expected to 
live. He is at the county hospital. 

The leaders of the mob will be taken be- 
fore Justice Sabath this morning for a 


hearing.

TRADERS SIT BACK AND EXE LIB. 
Gols BIRTHDAY CELEBRATED. 


Liverpool Only Grain ende 6 Show 
Activity—Market Higher to Lower 
for Wheat—General News of Day of 
Wheat—Government’s Talk on For- 
eign Imports of.Hog Products. 


All domestic markets enjoyed home com- 
forts yesterday—the anniversary of Lin- 
coln’s birthday. Except the New Orleans 
cotton exchange, there was nothing offer- 
ing in 4 speculative way. The Liverpool 
market ran indifferently, closing %d lower 
to 4d higher. There were private cables 
that the world’s shipments of wheat for 
the week were of a bearish influence. Thess, 


however, could not be verified. 


There was no news in corn, oats, or pro- 
visions, although there were dashes of 
commission gossip here and there. Con- 
ditions in the winter wheat regions were 
favorable to the pessimists. There was a 
private cable that the Argentine export- 
able surplus would be about 83,000,000 bu. 
These “exportahle surpluses’ are consid- 
ered one way or the other, and neither con- 
sideration is given much significance now. 
The figures are wholly pliable to the build- 
ers’ plans. 

Advocates of Bull Wheat. 


A. J. White & Co. had this to say in support 
of the bull side on wheat: We have been 
told all along there is na flour demand, yet the 
Northwestern Miller of last week called at- 
tention to the fact that 79 northwestern mills, 
representing the cream of the industry, had 
made 2,220,520 bris more flour since Sept. 1 
than they did in 1904. Still there is less flour 
in stock now than there was a year ago. 
Looks as though there had been no demand. 
We have been told ever since July 1 that we 
were not on an export basis, yet from July 1, 
1905, to Jan. 1, 1906, we exported 58,000,000 bu 
wheat and flour. Ever since the first of the 
year we have been told that we are not on an 
export basis, yet we have bebn Clearing at 
the rate of over 3,000,000 bu a week; at this 
rate we would be exporting 72,000,000 bu 
from Jan. ito July 1 next. The heavier 
world’s shipments are being pointed out as 
a bear item, yet they fail to point out that 
2,000,000 bu per week of these shipments go to 
the orient and the balance is scarcely suffi- 
cient to meet European weekly require- 
ments.“ 


Outlook for Wheat Shipments. 


From Broomhall’s Corn Trade News: 
For our own part we should judge that dur- 
ing the second six months of this season 
North America will likely ship about as much 
wheat as she did in the first half—say, round- 
ly, 10,000,000 qr. Russia, it is true, isa 
country which provides so many surprises 
that a forecast is worth little or nothing, 
but if foreed to make a prediction we should 
go on record with 6,000,000 qrs. The Balkan 
states will, perhaps, contribute three-quar- 
ters of a mlllion more than they ever did 
before in the second half of the season, say, 
an aggregate of 3,500,000 qrs. India is an un- 
certain quantity and may ship only 1,000,000 
ars, as in the season 1901-1902; or 2,000,000 
ars, as in 1902-1908, but is hardly likely to 
exceed this latter allowance unless a sudden 
and radical change should take place in the 
condition of the crop now struggling toward 
maturity. 

Argentina, it will be seen, last season 
shipped 9,700,000 are in the six months under 
review, but well posted authorities say that 
the exports of the early part of the season 
will certainly not be as large as was the 
case last year, even if the aggregate of the 
whole season be equal to last season’s, which 
is by no means assured, Australla may put 
afloat 8,000,000 qrs in the six months, but only 
afout one-third of the quantity will arrive 
in Europe during this season. Sundry minor 
countries may be expected to provide about 
500,000 ars in the aggregate. 

“The total of the foregoing estimates is 
33,700,000 qrs, compared with 33,000,000.qrs 
shipped in.the corresponding period last sea- 
son, making an aggregate for the current 
season of 68,500,000 qrs, or about such a quan- 
tity as is needed.“ 

C. A. King & Co. of Toledo said: f There 
is plenty of old wheat. World’s stocks are 
20,000,000 bu more than a year ago. Invisi- 
ble supplies are larger. Will the farmers let 
go or carry larger reserves? That will soon 
be decided mostly by the crop outiook. The 
winter has been an exceptional one. Feb- 
ruary and March generally cause some dam- 
age and crop scares: Michigan, Kentucky, 
and the southwest appear to have suffered 
some. It will take spring rains to reveal the 
actual condition, but crop killers will talk in 
the meantime. We hope they will arouse 
fresh bulls: If they dont, the bulges will 
continue to be feeble.“

Prof. George Burman Foster of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago will retain his position as 
professor of the philosophy of theology de- 
spite the avalanche of criticism and demands 
from Baptist ministers that his resignation 
be asked for, follgwing his“ destructive " 
teachings concerning popular theories of the 
bible. 

Dr. Thomas W. Goodspeed, registrar, and 
the guiding spirit of the divinity school of 
the university, in reply to the protests of 
Chicago Baptist ministers, declared last 
night there was no doubt Prof. Foster would 
be retained, notwithstanding the criticism of 
his new book, “ The Finality of the Christian 
Religion.“ In his statement Dr. Goodspeed 
made a warm retort to the pastors who have 
been assailing Dr. Foster. 

„ Prof. Foster will not be asked to resign 
from the faculty.“ Dr. declared. 
„I myself do not at all agree with him, yet 
I believe all Christiar 2828 ought to 
welcome and encourage discussion and not 
assail a man because he differs from us. 
Prof. Foster has not entirely expressed him- 
self as yet. His first volume is a destructive 
book. His second volume is a constructive 
book. We should wait until we have heard 
all he has to say. 

Another Volume to Come 
" Prof. Foster disparages many of those 

of Christianity dear to many persons. | 
In the second volume he will go far to recon 
struct the evidences of Christianity and to 
establish the gospel on what he considers to 
be im ble defenses. 
There I believe that our brethren 
who aré jealous for the truth, and rightly 
80, ought to have patience and wait until he 
has developed his argument fully. Prof. 
Foster honestly believes that he Is doing the 
best, possible service to the Christian cause. 
As I have said, I do not agree with him, but 
t may out that before he gets through 
that ao more about these things than
